Joyce Mercuri: Toxics Cleanup 
If contamination is suspected, discovered, or occurs during excavation activities conducted during 
construction of the WDFW Eells Springs Pollution Abatement Pond, then WDFW will conduct testing of 
the potentially contaminated soil or groundwater. If contamination of soil or groundwater is present, 
then Ecology (Environmental Report Tracking System Coordinator SW Regional Office) will be notified. If 
subsequent cleanup is required, then Ecology’s Toxic Cleanup Program will be notified.  
 
Mike Drumright: Waste 2 Resources 
All materials discarded during construction of the Eells Springs Pollution Abatement Pond that can be 
recycled, will be recycled to reduce waste generated by this project. Information about recycling 
locations can be found at 1-800-RECYCLE.

To avoid discharge of sediment laden runoff or other pollutants to the waters of the state, all 
appropriate Best Management Practices control measures will be in place during construction to 
prevent erosion. All disposal of construction debris will be staged in uplands areas out of floodplain 
where they cannot re enter Hunter Creek.
